The girl has 
just come of age, and Mr. Houlihan was 
stated to be aged about forty.. He denied 
that he agreed to marry the plaintiff, as 
alleged, or at all, and he also denied an 
allegation of seduction. i 
Mr. J. Hooper (instructed by Mr. L. Trant 
McCarthy) for plaintiff; and Mr. M. Comyn. 
K.C.; Mr. Jas. Comyn, and Mr, J. P. Keely 
(instructed by Mr. J. J. Tully). for de- 
fendant. 
Miss McNamara resumed her evidence, 
and, in reply to Mr. Hooper, said that on 
the Tuesday in May, when the defendant 
came to Mrs. McCormack’s, where she was 
staying with her brother and sister, he 
steyed the night. This was the day he pro- 
mised to marry her, 
Mr. Hooper—Did you ever get any pre- 
sents from Houlihah'--Yes, in 1931, he gave 
me a pair of gloves, value ós. 6d., and twelve 
months. after he gave me a pair of spats, 
value 8s. 
Did he give you anything else ?—— When he 
was bringing me back to Clare he gave me 
£5—the day he took the letters from me in 
the train. On that day in Dublin he also 
offered to m me a watch, but I would not 
let him buy 


THE LETTERS 


Mr. Justice O’Byrne—What was in the 
letters you say he got from you ?—Mostly 
appointments—asking me to meet him when ' 
the Dail finished.

So that at the time your brother and sister 
arrived they would have been late íor the 
wedding, if it had taken place?—They 
would. 

Did you ever get a ring from the defen. 
daut ?—No. 

James McNamara, a brother of the plain- 
tiff, wave evidence that Houlihan lived about 
a mile and a half away from witness's 
father’s house, and during the last three 
years he was a frequent visitor to then 
house. He. frequently saw Houlihan in com- 
puny with his sister, the plaintiff, both in 
the house and outaide the house. 

Mr. Hooper—After the last general election 
did you meet Houlihan by arrangement !— 
Yes, at Canny’s public-house, near where 
both of us live. 

What did you say to him?—I told him my 
sister was in trouble, and asked him was he | 
going to marry her. 

What did he say ’—He said he would not, 
and asked why should he, and said that: he 
had done nothing wrong. 

Did he say anything else?—He told me 
he had a revolver in his pocket, and said if 
I had any more to say he would give mé the 

contents of what was inside it. He alse 
said for me to get away quickly. 


A CONVERSATION 


The witness in further evidence, told. of 
coming to Dublin in the latter end of May, 
1953, to the plaintiff, who had sent word 
that she was going to get married. He met 
Houlihin at MeCormack’s, where his sister 
was stiying, and the two of them went for 
a walk Pé the city. He had a conver. 
sation with Houlihan. 

Mr. Hooper—What did he say?—He told 
me tuat if I kept things quiet and told my 
sister to keep things quiet, he would marry 
her when all was over He said he did not 
want his name “ put up ” over it. 

Mr. Comyn, K.C.—Had not he previously 
told you he was not responsible for her con- 
dition ’—He had. 

Mrs. Bridget McCormack, 1 Stamer street, 
South Circular road, Dublin, gave evidence 
that the plaintiff, Delia McNamara, stayed 
in her private hotel on two occasions—first, 
for about a week, and, later, for 27 days. 
The secoud visit was about May, 1933. The 
defendant came to her house to see the plain- 
tiff about three times. One morning witness 
saw plaintiff crying in a room in presence of 
her brother, sister and the defendant, Wit- 
ness asked her what was wrong, adding: 
“ Aren't you going to get married ” Turn 
ing to the de endant, witness said: “ He is 
gong to marry you,” and the defendant said

settlement, and he said '“ No,” On the first 
visit. Miss McNamara paid witness, but 
witness had not yet been paid by anyone for 
the second ‘stay of plaintiff in her house. 


COUNSEL ASKS FOR A 
DIRECTION 


Mr. Comyn, K.C., “asked for a direction in 
favour of defendant, He said that the pro- 
mise to marry was stated to have Sein 
made in February, 1932, and there was no 
corroboration. In regard to the alleged 
seduction, he submitted that, as the father 
had not taken action, no such allegation 
could be brought. When. plaintiff vold de- 
fendant of her condition, he was  utprised 
and said that that should not happen, and 
he afterwards said that he was ii: no way 
responsible for her situation. Her father, 
mother and brothers were taking no part in 
the action. 

Mr. Justice O’ Byrne said that he regretted 
to have to accede to the application made 
on behalf of the defendant for a direction. 
The promise to marry was alleged to have 
been made about the 23rd February, 1932, 
and the evidence in support of that alleged 
promise was the evidence of the plaintiff her- 
self, Under our law, it is necessary that 
such a promise must be corroborated, Coun- 
geil íor the defendant had applied for a 
“Teetion on the ground that there was no 
such corroboration, The Court had none of 
the evidence that she relied on by way of 
corroboration, It was alleged by the plain- 
tiff -that there were letters whieh had been 
written to her by defendant, but that they 
had been taken possession of by him, and 
were not returned. Their contents seemed 
to be merely in the nature of making ap- 
pointments from time to time.

Suggestions for the improvement of con- 
ditions of work of Civil Service engineers 
were made at a sitting of the Civil Service 
Commission at Government Buildings, Dub- 
lin, yesterday, when evidence was given by 
Mr. P. J. Corr, B.E., A.R.C.S8.1., and Mr. 
R. Jackson, B.E., representing the Engineers’ 
Society. 

In a memorandum submitted to the Com- 
mission they stated that about 270 qualified 
engineers. at the moment were employed in 
Government service, Of -these, 155 “were 
‘‘ established,’’ the remainder being employed 
on a temporary basis. In the: “established 
grades there. were twelve different. scales of 
salary, and “inthe “- temporary.” grades a 
further set of six different scales. | 

That meant that, for 270 officers there were 
18 different scales of salary. They could not 
understand -the fact that. among ‘the, very, 
much larger number of non-technical employes 
in the Civil: Service- only. some six: grades 
existed. It was considered that the number 
of grades in which, engineers were :emiployed. 
in the service should be reduced correspond- 
ingly, and “that this would permit of the 


transfer of technical officers from one depart®, 


ment to, another. 
In the case. offclerical, executive or ad- 
ministrative grades, officers who were trans- 


ferred from one departments to another did: 


better work: that connection it ‘was 
urged that opportunities. for promotion” to 
administrative. gratles should be open to all 


engineers employed in the State service on™ 


merit. i 

It was suggested that the adoption of a 
system of exchange of staffs between depart- 
nents and the appointment of engineers on 
permanent and pensionable bases instead of 
in a temporary capacity would obviate the 
loss. of personnel and the State-provided ex- 
perience. It was recommended that the em- 
ployment of engineers on a temporary basis 
should be limited strictly to. purely temporary 
work, and that where such necessity arose 
the rate of salary should be higher than 
that in the corresponding permanent post. 

The Society suggested that an improve- 
ment would be effected in the efficiency oí 
engineering staffs if their control were 
brought more into line with outside industry 
on the Local Government services. The chief 
engineer in departments, like the department 
of Posts and Telegraplis, Local Government 
Department and the Board of Works, should 
be responsible entirely for the administrative 
control of the engineering staff and work 
direct to his parliamentary chief; and mis 
technical decisions should not be open to 
review by the lay’ officers, but should he 
received direct by the Ministerial head ot 
the department. . | 

The Society also suggested that the scaie 
of salary for engineers employed in the Civil 
Service should be £290, rising to £500: £500, 
rising to £700; and £700, rising to £900. 

In reply’ to the Chairman (Mr. Joseph 
Brennan). Mr. Corr said that the _ inter- 
changeability of engineers from one depart- 
ment to another would react to the benefit 
of the State. Engineers employed on arterial, 
drainage, for instance, could be transferred 
to work on the peat development scheme.
